The  Elect  and  District  Hospital  contains  30  beds 
(8  male,  14  female  and  5 children1 s)  and  3 private  wards 
and  provides  general  medical  and  surgical  treatment • 

There  is  a separate  childrens  ward,  there  is  no 
resident  Medical  Officer.  There  is  a consultant  surgical 
staff  in  addition  to  the  Doctors'  in  practice  in  the 
Area  who  attend  at  the  hospital. 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  treated  at  the 
Aldershot  Civil  Joint  Isolation  Hospital.  The  Infectious 
Disease  Ambulance  maintained  by  Farnborough  Urban  District 
is  used  for  the  conveyance  of  these  patients  by  arrangement 
at  a n a nr  e e d r at  e , 


The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  Tuberculosis , 
School  Medical  Services,  Mental  Deficiency,  Venereal 
Diseases,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  Orthopaedic 
Services  and  the  care  of  premature  infants  and  Illegitimate 
children. 


The  special  clinic  for  Venereal  Diseases  is  held, 
at  Manor  Park  House,  Manor  Park,  Aldershot,  by  the 
C ount  y C ounc  i 1 . 


Diphther i a ImmunI s at i o n 


Diphtheria  Prophylaxis  for  infants  and  school 
children  is  done  by  the  Local  Authority  for  the  County 
Council  and  is  a free  service.  Clinics  arc  held  monthly 
at  Fleet  and  bi-monthly  at  Crookham  and  much  time  Is 
spent  in  trying  to  obtain  as  large  a number  of  protected 
children  as  possible,  parents  may  elect  to  have  their 
children  done  privately  by  their  own  Doctor  if  they  wish, 
and  prophylaxis  is  provided  free  on  demand  by  the  Doctor. 


The  number  of  children  who  completed  the  course 
of  immunisation  during  the  year  1946  was  181  (excludi 
those  done  privately) . The  Immunisation  percentage  of 
children  under  15  years  of  age  is  approximately  Q5% .

The  quarterly  figures  of  hardness  are,  15°, 

14*2°,  13*5°  and  17°  on  Clarke rs  scale  respectively  which 
gives  an  average  of  ld*$°.  The  attention  of  the  Mid  Wessex 
Water  Co.  was  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the  degree  of  hardness 
had  in  fact  on  occasions  exceeded  the  customary  permitted 
figure  of  12°. 

Of  the  56.  houses  which  are  on  n well  supply, 
tests  are  taken  at  intervals  and  attempts  made  to  improve 
the  supply  where  necessary  .

Milk  Supply* 

The  milk  supply  of  the  area  is  good  in 
quality.  There  are  only  five  producers  of  milk  in 
the  area  and  four  retail  purveyors.  Two  of  the  producer1 
premises  need  thoroughly  modernising  and  arrangements 
were  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  carrying  out 
this  work.  The  cowsheds  and  dairies  were  on  the  whole 
maintained  in  a clean  condition
